NO PLACE IN AMERICA 

FOR PRO GERMANS 

At the cloning session of the New 

•Jersey Methodiflt Epfscopnl Confer- 
once held at Atlantic City recently. 
Bishop Henderson, of Detroit, sujr- 
g— ted a series of patriotic meetings 
throughout the churches of the land 
to strengthen the mornls of our peo- 
ple who have not yet awakened 
to the fact that we nre in the war, 
or have any conception of what it 
means." 

"If we weaken in this fight, we 
are licked now, and we deserve it." 

"The month of May is to he n 
month of universal patriotic serv- 
ices and revival meetings of pa- 
triotism throughout the United 
States." 

"Tell the |>eopIe," said Bishop 
Henderson in continuing his ad- 
dress, "why we are in the war, nnd 
what the duty of each one is. It is 
a tragedy that the Christian 
efcnrches have been so slow to real- 
ize the possibilities of this war. 
There is n demand for Christian 
leadership nntxide of the canton- 
ments." 

Bishop Henderson called atten- 
tion to the ninny duties that church 
members have to perform in addi- 
tion to the work of the chaplains 
anil others ut the cantonments, and 
he suggested that it is the duty of 
every one to get immediately in 
touch with the War Council should 
anybody of pro-German tendencies 
be found in his community. And then 
he added : 

"Let us locate, eliminate nnd 
exterminate every pro-German in 
this country." 

Bishop Henderson rightly stated 
the ease. We have not seen it put 
better by anyone. It is worth re- 
peating : 

"Let us locate, eliminate and ex- 
terminate every pro-German in this 
country." 

That is the teaching which should 
go forth throughout this lanCL 
PfO-Germanism is pro-HeUism. Pro- 
(lermanism is direct co-operation 
with the forces that are murdering 
our men and will murder hundreds 
of thousands and perhaps millions 
before we nre through with this 
task; and WWir pro-German 
thought, or word, or deed, put 
forth in this country is in direct 
co-operation with these murderers 
of our loved Ones. 

Bishop Henderson is also right in 
saying that the failure of the Chris- 
tian churches of this land to realize 
the possibilities of this war is in 
itself a great tragedy. That hns 
been one of the most serious phases 
of the war. Standing before the 
most fearful immorality, the most 
awful crimes which have ever dark- 
ened the pages of human history, 
a large proportion of the ministers 
and of the religious papers of the 
country held their peace und said 
nothing. The time has come when, 
in every church iu our land, there 
should be patriotic services to 
awaken the country. Many church- 
es need to be More thoioughly 
aroused to the real meaning and 
the magnitude of this war, for 
among some of them there is still 
to much apathy on the subject, duo 
to a lack of knowledge of what the 
wur is and what it 
fucturers Record.

A description of the advertised 
article, one that will aid the pros- 
pective buyer to visualize the mer- 
chandise and n price that will 
answer the cost question always iD 
the prospect's mind, arc two most, 
essential factors in succesnful re- 
tail advertising. 

Of course, a timely introduction, 
proper display nnd a typographical 
arrangement reflecting the <!iarac- 
ter of the store must also receive 
their portion of the advertise- 
ment's arrangements if be expects 
to secure results. 

He should put the same sales- 
manship into his white space that 
he "Puts Over His Counter."

RED CROSS IN ACTION 

Foood now is being sent regular- 
ly to American prisoners in Ger- 
many by the American Red Cross 
through an arrangement with the 
International lied Cross in Switzer- 
land. 

The American Red Cross office 
at Paris recently received n com- 
plete list of the 15!) Americans then 
prisoners in Germany. The German 
government permits the Red Cross 
to send each man 20 pounds of food 
a week in two packages of 10 pounds 
each. 

This Red Cross service is being 
enlarged and a warehouse to hold 
food enough for 10,000 American 
prisoners already is under con- 
struction near Berne, Switzerland. 
It is estimated that at least 00 per 
cent of the food packages reach 
the men. 

Parents, wives and relatives ot 
our soldiers and sailors will liud in 
this particular Red Cross service 
the greatest satisfaction because 
they have dreaded German prison 
life for their loved ones perhaps 
more than death itself. 

The American prisoners will be 
permitted to write two letter- and 
four |Mistetirds each month and 
also to acknowledge the receipt of 
food packages. The Red Cross food 
package follows the urtny ration 
pretty closely and frequently fresh 
while bread is included from the 
Red Cross bakery in Heine.
